Wichita, R an., April 8.—At noon yes­ 
terday near the entrance of tho Lin­ 
coln Street 
C hristian church 
in full 
view of the entire congregation. W al­ 
ter Scott shot his wife in the back of 
the head, then put the muzzle of the 
revolver in his own m outh and fired a 
bullet through the roof of his mouth 
Into his brain. 
Both fell on the side­ 
walk and died side by side in less than 
I m inute after the shooting. 
Two or three women fainted on sight 
of the tragedy, and the greatest ex­ 
citement took place. 
Mrs. Scott was 
leaning on the arm of her brother, who 
lceom panied her to church, when she 
was shot. The police am bulance took 
them both to the u n d ertak er’s. Scott 
was 
21 years 
of 
age 
and 
the 
wife 
was a 
handsom e 
woman of 
19. 
They 
W'ere 
m arried 
two 
years ago, and he got in the habit of 
flrinking. 
On this account she sepa­ 
rated from him and returned to her 
father, who is superintendent of streets 
of this city. Scott went to K ansas City 
fcnd returned a few' days ago. He went 
to church In the m orning and when the 
services were over he followed his wife 
down the steps, and accosting her said: 
“ W on’t you come back and live with 
me?” She said she woul not, whereupon 
he whipped out his revolver and killed 
her before the astonished people could 
realize the situation. 
A fter the bullet 
left his revolver he whipped it around, 
m d w ith the fire of a m aniac in his 
eyes stuck it in his m outh and fired. 
Scott w as a baker, and is the son of one 
Df the old settlers and prominent citi­ 
zens of Wichita.

Three of them 
are well-known New York crooks and 
the fourth is one of the cleverest of E n g ­ 
land’s bank sneaks. The four men have 
been in and out of Springfield for a 
month, and

have 
robbed a wholesale furniture house by 
blowing the safe open, and by drilling 
open the bank safe at Auburn, a few 
miles south of here, m ade another haul 
there. 
United States Officer Gould arrived 
here the day after the postoffice rob­ 
bery and the photographs which he c a r­ 
ried of suspects were at once recognized 
as the men who are supposed to have 
robbed the office, by a num ber of per­ 
sons. 
Of this num ber 
Postm aster 
Ridgely w as one. These, men under the 
pretext of opening a box which p u r­ 
ported to contain papers to be filed in 
the

court, 
borrowed Ridge­ 
ly * 
keys 
and 
secured 
dupli­ 
cates. 
Although

De­ 
tective Gould knows all the men and is 
after them. He refused to divulge their 
names, but says two of them recently 
finished term s in the Sing Sing prison 
and the leader is a m an the United 
S tates authorities have been after for 
ten years.

local crooks who planned the several 
robberies which they doubtless commit 
ted. I t is asserted by local officers th at 
th e men are in hiding in this city, and

"The Records Will Probably Go Down 
On All Sides—Old Timers’ as Good 
As the New Phenomenals If They 
Had the Same Advantages—-Inter­ 
esting Talk About The Flyers. 


The year 1895 will be one of record 
breaking on the light harness tracks 
Such is the prediction of John Kelly, 
who acted as spokesman for a distin­ 
guished lot of horsemen in an inter­ 
view published by a New York paper. 
“ I have great hopes for the lowering 
of the record this year,” said Mr. Kel­ 
ly. “and though I do not fail to take 
into consideration the real meaning of 
the assertion,! should not be surprised 
at a mark very near two minutes. 
Of 
course there is a limit to everything 
in this world, and the limit to harness 
apeed is bound to be reached sooner 
mr later.” 
“ What horses are likely to be the 
record-breaking stars this year?” 
“ Well, in trotting, the star of last 
year, Alix, may do it if she comes over 
the 
mountains all right. 
If she 
doesn’t perhaps Fantasy,the champion 
four-year-old will. 
Directum might 
get there too—it wouldn’t surprise me 
a bit if he should, unless something 
should happen to put him out of con­ 
dition. 
We all looked for something 
great from Rslph Wilkes, the speedy 
horse that died the other day. 
“ Among the pacers, Robert J., the 
holder of the present best mark of 
*2:01 
John R. Gentry, 2:03f[ and J ce 
Patchen with a mark of 2:04, stand 
the best chances at present of better­ 
ing the record,though it’s pretty early 
to tell yet. I do not think now of any 
f the other speedy pacers that are 
likely to do better than these I men­ 
tioned unless it be Directly, the two- 
year-old, with his mark phenomenal 
for so young a horse, of 2:07] . 
He is 
a great young horse, and he is liable 
to come to the iront like a whirl­ 
winds* 


Trainers and Tracks Im prove. 
Mr. Kelly expressed his faith in the 
pneumatic tired, ball bearing sulky 
as a time saver, by expressing his be­ 
lie f that had Maud S. been given its 
benefits she would have 
been an 
Nancy Hanks, an Alix or a Directum, 
aa fast as the fastest. 
Perhaps she 
might have been a 2-minute horse. 
“ Trainers have 
improved 
faster 
than the horses; but I ought to qualify 
that a little,” said Mr. Kelly. 
“ The 
best horses of the past were almost as 
good as those of the present. 
I be­ 
lieve that under modern conditions 
not only Maud S., but Dexter, Lady 
Thorne, American Girl and several 
others of the old-time monarchs of the 
harness turf would be in the same 
class as the royalties of today, but as 
everyone knows, the number of fast 
horses has increased enormously. 
“ Breeding has done a good deal for 
the lowering of 
the record, and of 
course has also had much to do with 
the phenomenal increase in the num­ 
ber of speedy animals, but as I have 
said, quite as much has come by rea­ 
son of the improvement in methods, 
^harness, sulkies and tracks. 
“ For the general improvement of 
the horse perhaps the breeding of the 
last few years has been too fine. 
It 
has made horses that can go single 
miles at a speed that even Robert 
Bonner thought impossible only a few 
years ago, but none of these record 
horses could probably do what the 
five mile and repeat’ horses of Hiram 
and Isaac Woodruff’s time used to do, 
and so the grade of the gentlemen’s 
road horses has not improved in any 
degree approaching the improvement 
that has been made by the track trot­ 
ter. 
Pacers G rowing In Favor. 
Mr. Kelly said that pacers were 
growing in favor, he thought. 
When 
asked how many tracks there were in 
the country, he said the year book 
registered about 1,000 which he val­ 
ued at about $30,000 each, or $30,000,- 
€00 invested in tracks alone. 
“ The number of persons who are 
supported by the trotting horse, in­ 
cluding those who breed, drive, care 
lor, sell, furnish supplies and all,must 
be also exceedingly large,” he contin­ 
ued. 
“ I fs a pure guess, but I don’t 
say that half a million would be far 
out of the way, and that 
would be 
one in every I CO of the total popula­ 
tion of the country, counting it at 80,- 
000,000. 
“ I believe ii the pool box were to 
be entirely suppressed, harness racing 
would receive a terribly severe blow, 
though there are places where the at­ 
tendance would be large enough to 
beep things going.”

few horsemen who think the aboli­ 
tion of the pool box would be a good 
thiDg for harness racing in the long 
run. 
If this should be brought about 
this year in New York state, however, 
they believe that all the Empire state 
tracks, save Fleetwood, would be very 
badly off.

QUITE A POOGRAM FOR TONIGHT. 


John W. Cole’s Complicated Will Left 
The Income of His Property to His 
Family After Which the $ 80,000 
W as to Go to the City of Water­ 
town. 


Judge Bennett will pass 
upon an 
interesting case at Jefferson, April IO 
and upon his decision $80,000 is hang 
ing. 
When John W. Cole one of the first 
settlers of Watertown, died in Febru­ 
ary, 1894, he left a will providing for 
the disposition of about $80,000 worth 
of property, mostly real estate. 
This 
was only about a third of what he was 
generally considered to be worth, the 
balance having previously been dis­ 
posed of. 
In his will Mr. Cole virtu­ 
ally bequeathed this $80,000 worth of 
property to the city of Watertown but 
it was placed in the hands of three 
trustees named by the testator, to be 
held in trust by them for the benefit 
of his wife, Eliza C. Cole, and his son, 
Oscar 
A. 
Cole, 
during 
their 
natural lives, and at the death of both 
of them the city then to gain posses­ 
sion of the same. 
The will, however, 
is an extremely odd and complicated! 
one, containing many conflicting parts 
and its mysteries have baffled the best 
legal talent,some even having declared 
it to be invalid. 
If the latter be true, 
the city would of course lose its inter­ 
est in the will and the property be 
divided among the lawful heirs. 
In 
view of the uncertain points in the 
will the executors, D. 
H. Beurhaus 
and William Humphrey, have begun 
an action in the circuit court before 
Judge Bennett for an opinion as to its 
proper construction, the beneficiaries, 
Eliza C Cole, Oscar A. Cole and the 
city of Watertown being made the 
defendants. 
The hearing is to occur 
on April IO at Jefferson. 


The Bequests Made. 
Mr. Cole's will designated his be­ 
quest to the city to be put to the fol­ 
lowing uses: 
A certain portion of the 
property to be sold for the erection 
and maintenance of a public library 
and business men's club; the farm di­ 
rectly norlh of the city to be set 
apart and maintained for a public 
driving park and agricultural grounds: 
twenty acres in the Seventh ward for 
a home for the aged and poor people 
of Watertown; the homestead in the 
First ward for an old ladies’ home. 
The latter prope*ty was to be con­ 
veyed to the city as soon as possible. 
What was deemed 
ample provision 
was made for the 
maintenance of 
these several institution. 
The will states: 
“ In event the city 
declines to accept tho property in 
trust for the purposes named, then my 
trustees are directed to sell said prop­ 
erty and divide the proceeds among 
the next of kin accordingly to law .” 
Acting upon this instruction the ex­ 
ecutors in their summons and com­ 
plaint state that the time has arrived 
for the 
division of 
the property 
among the lawful heirs, inasmuch as 
the city has thus far declined to ac­ 
cept the endowment. 
On the other 
hand the mayor and city clerk claim 
that a deed to none of the property 
has as yet been offered the city. 
It is 
presumed that after Judge Bennett 
renders his opinion in the matter of 
the construction of the will, an appeal 
will be taken to the supreme court, 
regardless of whose favor it is in, and 
thus the 
controversy kept in the 
courts for a long time to come.

In the year 1885, Victor Oliver, a 
native of Belgium, deposited with the 
Bank of Industrial Credit of Greece 
11,000 francs 
(gold). 
The 
paper 
money 
of 
Greece—national 
bank 
notes, was at par with gold. 
Two 
years later Mr. Oliver drew on the 
bank for the amount deposited and 
was tendered 
national bank notes 
■which he declined, as at thai time the 
notes were worth about twenty-five 
par cent less than gold. He brought 
Blit against the bank before the court 
of 
the first instance 
at 
Athens 
and 
won 
the 
case. 
The 
bank 
appealed and carried the matter to 
th e court of appeals,and was again de­ 
feated. 
The case was again appealed 
to the Areopagus—the supreme court 
of Greece—where the two previous de­ 
cisions were reversed finding for the 
plaintiff. 
The decision was based on 
the Grecian law of 1S85, which pre 
vides “ that bank notes will circulate 
compulsory as lawful money, at their 
nominal value, within the state with­ 
out consideration for any previous 
agreement to the contrary.” 
The 
notes today are worth fifty cents in 
gold, 
which amount Mr. Oliver is 
obliged to accept, paying his own 
costs. 
The decision has seriously af 
fected the credit of Greece, as well it 
might. 
The United States is attempting to 
maintain a double standard, on 
larger scale. 
Every one knows that 
the last bond issue can be paid in sil 
ver at any price that the white metal 
happens to ba worth when the bonds 
mature, if the government so decrees, 
and that the silver certificates can be 
redeemed in the same way. 
The 
bonds sold readily in the foreign 
market, and the silver 
certificates 
float readily, simply because the honor 
of a nation noted for honesty is be­ 
hind the issue. 
It is purely a moral 
obligation. 
The question submitted 
to any court in the land, would decide 
without argument th at a ccin bearing 
bond could be paid in silver as legally 
as in gold. 
Left to the democratic party the 
country would be flooded with fifty 
cent silver in less than twelve months 
and the national debt would be settled 
for fifty cents on the dollar as fast as 
it matured. 
The fact that England 
took our coin bearing bonds so readily 
is a great compliment to the integrity 
of the United States. 
It proves be­ 
yond question, 
that while the old 
world delights in making 
a tool 
of 
democracy, 
as 
she 
has 
been 
so 
thoroughly 
doing 
for the past two years, that the fact 
is recognized beyond every other con­ 
sideration, that the nation is founded 
on honor, and that moral obligations 
are as sacred today as they were when 
democracy was clamoring for repudi­ 
ation, in the days of re-construction 
and rebellion.

frequently held court for 
Judge Bennett. 
Judge Sloan was taken ill Monday. 
It is thought he might have survived 
this attack of pneumonia were it nob 
for the fact that he was completely 
broken down by overwork. 
His wife 
died two years ago. 
The Hon. A. Scott Sloan has been a 
conspicuous figure in Wisconsin his­ 
tory for forty five years. 
He has held 
many offices of honor and trust, and 
his passing away will be the occasion 
of regret from many who knew and 
admired him personally, as well as 
from the people generally who valued 
his services as a public man. 
He was 
born at Morrisville, N. Y., in 1820, 
and received a common school and 
academic education. 
He studied law 
and was admitted to practice in 1842. 
His father was an eminent lawyer and 
his brother. I. C. Sloan has for many 
years been recognized as one of the 
ablest 
men at the Wisconsin bar. 
Judge 
Sloan's 
son, 
Assemblyman 
Henry C. Sloan of Superior, is also a 
lawyer of ability. 
M arried 
in 
1843. 
Judge Sloan in 1843 married Miss 
Angeline M, Dodge, daughter of 
a 
Presbyterian clergyman at Cazenovia, 
N. Y. 
He came to Wisconsin in 1851, 
and settled at his present home in 
Beaver Dam, where he has always 
been engaged in the practice of law, 
except when engaged in official duties. 
There have 
been numerous public 
calls upon his services, however. 
In 
early life he was a Henry Clay whig. 
In 1872 he supported Horace Greeley 
for the presidency,and since that time 
has been recognized as a liberal demo­ 
crat. 
He was county clerk of Madison 
county, N. Y., from 1847 to 1819. 
He 
served as a member of the Wisconsin 
assembly in 1S57, and was appointed 
judge 
of 
the 
Third judicial cir­ 
cuit by Governor Randall in 1858. 
He 
was mayor of Beaver Dam and in 18G0 
was defeated for the office of chief 
justice of the supreme court, but was 
elected to congress, serving from 18G1 
to 1563. 
From 1803 to I SGG he was 
clerk of the United States court, and 
in 18G9 was elected county judge of 
Dodge county. 
He served two terms 
as attorney general of Wisconsin from 
1873 to 1877, and was again elected 
circuit judge in 1882. 
After serving 
two terms he was re-elected in 1894. 
D efen d e d th e P o tte r L aw . 
While attorney general the Potter 
law against the jailw ay interests was 
tested in the supreme court upon the 
question 
of 
its constitutionality. 
Against the famous legal firm of Cur­ 
tiss, Evans & Hoar, who were retained 
by the railway companies, Judge Sloan 
carried his case to the supreme court. 
Judge Sloan, by reason of the prox­ 
imity of bis district—which included 
the counties of 
Waukesha, Dodge, 
Ozaukee and Washington—to the cily 
of Milwaukee, was frequently called 
upon to sit in the Milwaukee courts. 
Thus he presided at the famous trial 
of Paul Grottkau, the socialistic lead 
er, which followed the 
Milwaukee 
riots of 1880. 
He also presided at the 
trial of Milwaukee’s defaulting libra­ 
rian three years ago. 
Judge Sloan was one cf the tallest 
men in the state of Wisconsin, and 
his striking personal appearance at­ 
tracts attention wherever he goes. He 
was 
of the most approachable of 
men, and is uniformly courteous to 
everyone with whom he came in con­ 
tact. 
His knowledge of the law and 
his ability as a presiding judge was 
acknowledged by all.

The design is first engraved on a 
printing plate of rubber, positively— 
that is, in the same way as th at in 
which it will be afterw ard seen, and 
the plate is coated then w ith varnish 
color and pressed upon a glass plate;
